The field wtll be instructed that 
no technical coverage is desired and the Bureau ts solely 
interested in the comaunist infiltration of the convention.

Pertinent excerpts from this memorandum are es 


follows: 
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"The Washington mobilization on civil rights 
and civil liberties, sponsored by the Leadership Conference 
on Civil Rights, is scheduled for some time in February 
or esrly Merch. The Leadership Conference consists 
of the NAACF end 50 other organizations, among them not 
only the main Negro organizations, but virtually the 
entire labor movement as well as leading Jewish, church 
and otner civic organizations. The purposes of the 
mobilization are lobbying in Congress and pressing also 
for executive action. 


"The mobilization is an outgrowth of the 
tremendous wave of struggle generated by the Till 
case, which has given rise to demanas from many 
sources for a March on Washington. It is an action 
of momentous impontance, wnicn can well become an 
important turning point in the whole struggle for 
Negro rights. Therefore every possible effort must 
be exerted to assure its success. 

"Though forced to bend before the growing 
mass pressure for civil rights, the ruling circles 
seel to cortein it, to hold it im Gh@¢c:. Waa 
street, alermea by the threat to its superprofits from 
the Soutn, wants to keep the movement ‘within bounds.'! 
Leadinz GCF and Denccratic spokesmen, in the name of ‘unity’ 
with the Dixiecrats, have been keeping silent. And 
some Negro leecers, themselves givirg in to these 


pressures, also try to soft-pedal the mounting demands 
for action. 


"Hence the peculiar fact that the mobilization 
was first announced through the UAw by Walter Reuther, 
and has not to this date been officially announced by 
the MAACP or the sponsoring bocy. Hence, too, tne 
fact thet so fer the exact dates have not been announced. 


"The aim is to keep the mobilization within 
the bounds of & relativelv quiet, 'respectable' action, 
with the number of delezates limitec, and to prevent 
it from becoming a militant mass desionstration. To 
combst this, all 4 alae pressure should be exerted

"This program offers a sound minimum basis 
for action. It is available in the form of a: pamohlet 
entitled Congress Must ACT on Civil Rights; which can 
be obtainec from the Leacersnip Corference on Civil 
Rights. 


"It can be brought forward in all sorts of 
mass organizations for endorsement ard 2s a dasis 
for action in surrort of the mobilizetion. This is 
true not only of tne creanizations which make up the 
Teadersnir Conference, end which were revresgenteq 4% 
the Cleveland Eill of Rights vey meeting, but of many 
cthers as well. .. . 
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"Delegations 


"1. Action must not wait on ennouncenert 
of dates. The question of delegations can and should 
be raised immediately both in sponsoring organizations 
end in others as well. It should be raised particularly 
in UAW locals and regional bodies, in view of Reuther's 
letter to all locals calling for support, and also in 
other unions. cuvery effort should be made to assure 
mess delegations, not mere token representation, and 
to publicize all ections taken on this. 


"2, The greatest possible left and progressive 
participation should be sought. Farticipation of left 
organizations as sucn, however, should not be made an 
issue, &nd should not be permitted to become a source 
of disunity. 


"3. Approaches should be made to council- 
men with the aim of getting a resolution of support 
to the mobilizaticn pessed in City Council. Obher 
leading civic figures should also be urged to give 
pudlic expressior.s of support.
